Discovery of the hoof and mouth 
disease in San Francisco and Los 
Angeles yesterday by the State Board 
of Agriculture ‘resulted in the’ an- 


nouncement last night by G. H. 
Hecke, state superintendent of agri- 
culture, that he would make imme- 
diate application to Governor Rich- 
ardson for a rigid quarantine in both 
these. cities... The..disease was dis- 
covéred in abattoirs. 

Hecke declared that he, wbould 
either preparé quarantine for the 
governor's signature late last night 
or early this morning. 

A quarantine was placed yesterday 
on the Miller & Lux abattoirs in 
South San Francisco by George Gor- 
don, chief of the bureau of meat in- 
spection, California Department ot 
agriculture, following the discovery 
that animals from the Merced dis- 
trict, where’ the hoof and mouth 
disease is now paging, were being 
received by that establishment. 

One animal showing indications of 
the disease has been found in a 
shipment now at the South San Fran. 
cisco seh ao house, according to 
Dr. W. C. Herrold, federal veterinary 
Re beatin All avenues of approach 
and exit will be closely guarded, and 
no animals will be permitted to 
leave the establishment, Herrold de- 
clared yesterday. Dressed meats, 
however, may ‘be shipped after care- 
ful inspection. 

Federal quarantine has been placed 
on Mariposa, Merced, Stanislaus and 
Madefa counties. Guards have been 
stationed along the northern border 
of Fresno county to prevent the 
spread of the disease southward. In 
the infected areas quarantine notices 
have been posted prohibiting en- 
trance to private premises’ except 
by official, permit. Federal orders 
prohibit shipment of fresh meats 
from the region, except under federal 
inspection.

PARIS, March 24.—Germany’s repa- 
ration payments up to December 31, 
1923, as officially annownced today, 
amount to 8,411,000,000 gold marks. 
Of this sum 1,903,000,000 gold marks 
was in cash, the remainder being 
made up of deliveries in kind’ of 
céded poprerty. The unpaid costs of 
the armies of occupation and the 
commissions of control now amount 
to 2,613,000,000 gold marks, not in- 
cluding the American army costs of 
1,071,000,000. The reparation commis- 
sion figures show that Belgium re- 
ceived the equivalent of 1,445,000,000 
gold marks net. " France has received

Withholds Decision Death CI 


aims For | 
‘Suicides in 1923 i 
Total $150,000 


Death claims to the amount of $1,- 
300,000 for suicides were paid during 
the year 1923 by the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance company. This ex- 
ceeds by about $150,00 the payments 
made by the company for deaths 
caused by automobile accidents last 
year. 

“The prevention of self-destruc- 
tion,” according to the latest num- 
ber of. the insurance company’s Sta; 
tistical Bulletin,” is one of the ma- 
jor problems in the conservation of 
human life. As yet, only ai few 
successful efforts have been made 
in a small way to prevent sui- 
cides. That something can be done 
on a nation-wide basis, uniting the 
forces of psychiarty, general medi- 
cine and practical religion, is shown 
by the achievements of small groups 
of workers here and there in the 
United States.” 

“The suicide rate for the working 
classes, as: shown by the records of 


‘{the industrial policyholders of the 


company has_ fallen considerably 
since 1914, and the betterment of 
the econoime condition of the indus- 
trial workers is considered by the 
company’s statisticians to have been 
a large factor in the reduction of 
suicide mortality. 


New ‘Air Record. 
Expected By Pilot 


SAN ANTONIO, Texas, March 24.— 
A new American record and a new 
world’s record for free balloon flights 
are anticipated by members of the 
San Antonio Aeronautic association 
and by entrants in the national bal- 
Yoon race which is scheduled to start 
from Kelly field on the afternoon 
of April 23. The American record 
of. approximately 1400 miles was 
made in 1901 by Post and Hawley, 
who landed’in the wilds of Canada 
north of Quebec. The world’s record 
is 1896 miles, and was made in 
Europe. 

By making San Antonio the start- 
ing point, officials believe they have 
made it possible for new records to 
be established. It is pointed out that 
the drifts of air currents in previous 
races Has almost invariably carried 
the balloons toward the mouth of 
the St. Lawrence river. From Kansas 
City and St.Louis, both of which have 
been starting points, the distance js 
about .1109:.mites, and this Nas been 
the normal course of the flight. From 
San Antonio the drift of the air cur- 
rents also is toward the mouth of 
the St. Lawrence. Thus balloons ris- 


Ying here will have 2 possible flight 


of approximately 2400: miles. 

The race, besides deciding the free 
balloon supremacy of the United 
States, also will serve for choosing 
the three contestants to represent 
this country in the international 
balloon race. 

Ten balloons are expected to be 
entered, three of them being United 
States army entries. A cash prize of 
$1000 will be paid to the winner. The 
second prize is $800: third, $600, and 
fourth, $300. A bonus of $100 will 
be given to the pilot of each balloon 
Starting in the race; a bonus of $125 
will be given ta the pilot who 
breaks the American record, and an 
additional bonus of $125 to the pilot 
who breaks the world's record.
